OUR PUBLIC MEN. 
VI.—DR. PANKHURST.

HE history, character, and attributes of our Chief Republican are 
ht naturally at the present time subjects of absorbing interest. The 
mnthor of the Revolutionary Epic, apparently returning in second 
shildhood to his first love, has contrived to unsettle in his own tortuous 
yay the foundations of Englishmen’s constitutional faith, He has proved 
tat as in France anarchy may be produced by contention about a flag, 
s in England a practical revolt may be stirred up by a change of name. 
The loving subjects of a venerated Queen we know what we are, but under 
wi Imperial régime we know not what we may be. Mayhap in the not 
remote future there may be grand possibilities arising for the leader of 
the Republican party in the North of England, 

The biography of Dr. Pankhurst is a chapter in the psychology of 
progress. The son of a sturdy Nonconformist, brought up in the faith 
as it was in Tucker and as it is in M’Laren, he was long animated by a 
fevid evangelical zeal, Only six or seven years ago he was the chief 
swkesman at the conference of Dissenting Sunday school teachers, which 
then held its Good Friday saturnalia of tea and toast and mild and genial 
ligotry at Glossop, as it will to-morrow at Roby Chapel. He has passed 
npidly through many phases since then. He has fluttered the Union Chapel 
Volscians in the Corioli of their week-night debating-classes, and finally has 
gue out from among them. While his enfranchised spirit has gradually 
but surely soared from beyond their ken, they have watched him as a 
Whitsunday crowd at Belle Vue might gaze upon an ascending balloon, 
showing by some process to them inexplicable, strange, and wonderful tail 
lights, not altogether without beauty for a time, but at last disappearing 
altogether from their view—‘ a wandering star reserved for the blackness 
of darkness”"—but surely not, oh, genial and amiable doctor, for ever ! 
Dr. Pankhurst, of course, takes a different view of the situation. Soaring 
with upward wing, he cleaves the pure ether of enfranchisement, and 
warches with undimmed and critical inspection the very source of light. 
The elder Pankhurst, blessed be his bluff and honest memory, was a 
taunch Radical of the good old Manchester type, who desired to build up 
the people's freedom, by the sure if slow methods of the Reformer, on the 
jlain broad lines laid down by Cobden and Bright. Pankhurst ils, 
‘urting on first principles, and developing constitutions from the egg, 
as out-distanced Bright by leagues, and regards him almost with the 
Mave hatred of a Chartist of 1848 for the old Whig who stood upon the 
lines of 1832, Indeed, we are much surprised if Dr. Pankhurst does not 
weretly blaspheme the name of the people’s tribune for having neglected 
the opportunity he might have grasped when in the plenitude of his power 
sweep away Queen, Lords, and Commons, to loosen the ligatures which 
bind together Chureh and State, and create a brand-new ecclesiastical

blushing honours thick upon him, Dr. Pankhurst was made much of by 


his degree with distinction. 


a population among whom even a little scholarship ma¥ be made with 
judicious husbandry to go a very considerable way. His early aptitude 
for public speaking was turned to frequent account, though the truth 
must be told that his first notable attempt was, even in the opinion of his 
friends, a sorry failure. The occasion was at an early meeting of the 
National Reform Union, in its young and vigorous days, before it had 
degenerated into the fortnightly free and easy at which a half-dozen small 
bores could air their slipshod talk, and move the world with a resolution, 
often ungrammatically drawn, communicated to the public through a 
paragraph in the newspapers. The meeting was held in an upper room 
of the Clarence Hotel, and Mr. George Wilson, the revered president of 
the Union, as he had also been chairman of the still more famous League, 
conducted the proceedings, The scarred veteran, whose only figures of 
speech were hard facts, encouraged the boy orator, whose ambitious flights 
of eloquence ill accorded with his painful self-consciousness, his stammering 
tongue, and floundering periods, Since then many years have passed 
away—more than any one possessing only a slight knowledge of the gay, 
volatile, missish young bachelor, who is still the favourite of every 
circle, and scatters pithy epigram with his pertinent homethrusts, 
leaving rippling laughter as well as food for reflection with every group 
he joins—could readily believe, and the readily-flustered young student 
has acquired a ready coolness in public address or in debate that has 
stood him in good stead in many a stormy scene. No public man in 
Manchester has more. distinctly the courage of his opinions; his sturdy 
independence refuses to budge an inch for the persuasions of a friend or 
the defiance of foes. He has not hesitated to beard the Reform Club, 
publicly assembled in its den, and probably would not fear to brow- 
beat, in the hope of ultimately circumventing, a lord chancellor, His 
perfect frankness and transparency, and unfailing good humour, are such 
that, notwithstanding all his strange metamorphoses and the apostolic 
ardour with which he has in turn prosecuted each new fad by which he 
has become possessed, Dr. Pankhurst has never lost the regard of a single 
acquaintance he has made, and he has no enemy who knows lim, 
To quote, we believe, one of his own sayings, his best clients are Conser- 
vatives. But this, after all, may only be Dr. Pankhurst’s pleasant way 
of insinuating that the Conservatives are the foolish section of humanity, 
and therefore litigious. 

As an orator, Dr. Pankhurst has had almost as many difficulties to 
overcome as Demosthenes, and he has attacked and conquered most of 
them. But his shrill screaming voice makes it impossible that he should 
ever be a successful platform speaker. This we regard as a wise and 
merciful dispensation of Providence, since, had he been able to tackle a 
Free-trade Hall audience with ease, he would have been a constant spouter. 
We cannot help adding the remark, however, that if Dr. Pankhurst had 
some of the sound which is the natural gift of another public man, and 
another public man a share of Dr. Pankhurst’s sense and originality, 
the cross would be a very fair one. Dr. Pankhurst’s speeches are heard 
to the best advantage at a Mayor's Parlour meeting, or an Atheneum 
soirée, or on some purely educational question, when his political vis has 
not seduced him from the sublime heights of philosophy in which he 
specially delights to soar, to the level of practical hard-hitting. Beginning 
with a modest demonstration of the eternal fitness of things, as exhibited 
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JACKDAW, 


in his beimg assigned the pleasing duty of moving the resolution, he 


proceeds to give a neat and concise history of the world from the time of | 


the Flood down to the period when this society was inangurated, followed 
by an explication of the origin and scope of Roman Law, From 
the premises thus somehow obtained, he derives three root-principles, 
which he forthwith proceeds to build up by endless ramifications to a 
giddy altitude, and tops with a cloud of green and flowery verbiage. 
Much of his speech is Greek to the ordinary ladies who listen to his 
learning with open-eyed wonder; and his phraseology is sometimes not 
entirely understanded of the reporters, who have to wait with patience 
till he touches earth with some practical conclusion. His politieal 
speeches, though modelled upon equally ambitious plans, are usually 
more practical and telling. He rarely makes one that does not contain 
something that will stick, and some of his epithets and descriptions pass 
for a time, at least, into the literature of current controversy. Some of 
his happiest hits have unfortunately given mortal offence to people who 
don't know him. Thus the Rev. Philip Hains, of Wigan, not usually a 
very squeamish man, fled in mingled fear and rage, and shook the dust 
off his feet as he went, from a Liberal meeting at Tyldesley, where the 
doctor, in fall career, running a tilt at established institutions generally, 
alluded to the Church of England as “that grotesque monster.” Dr, 


Pankhurst, in using this description, really meant no harm to the Church. 


His phrase simply crystallised the impression, as it presented itself to his | 


mind, of an ancient institution covered by modern growths and 
exerescences—a reformed Church which officers its regiments on Roman 
Catholic models—a comprehensive Church which excommunicates and 
damns by one of its creeds a large proportion of its own members—a 
Christian Church whose supreme governor is a heterogeneous assembly, 
in which Jews, Turks, and Infidels may hold a prominent place—an 
English Church which has no self-government—a united National Church, 
in which every parish differs in its religious development according to the 
whim of the corporation sole, who for his lifetime has obtained his 
promotion by purchase. To a logical man like Dr. Pankhurst such an 
irregular agglomeration was a monster—" something out of the common 
order of nature,” and “ distorted in figure” obviously enough. But the 
Lancashire Tory mind is not etymological, and passing over the primary 
meanings in which the speaker had used the words, it fixed upon the 
secondary definition as given in Walker, and applied the phrase to the 
Church, which in youth had sheltered them, etc., in this stinging fashion— 
* something horrible for deformity, wickedness, or mischief.” The fiery 
cross was signalled round, and the wrath of the Constitutional associations 
was nursed for use against the doctor at the earliest opportunity. The 
storm brewed and burst at the next meeting of the Union of Lancashire and 
Cheshire Institutes. Here it was proposed to dismiss Dr. Pankhurst from 
the office of honorary secretary, which he had held for nine years with 
conspicuous ability and success, We regret to add that some men who 
onght to have been guided better—notably Dr. John Watts—aided, if 
they did not abet, this petty but happily abortive persecution. 

While we have said that Dr. Pankhurst is personally well-liked, and 
that not least by many who most widely differ from him, there is one 
section of Manchester society by which he is intensely hated. His appear- 
ance at a town's meeting has upon the violent section of the Tory party— 
now easily identified at almost any political meeting where there is a 
chance of a row—such as Maltby, Blatherwick, ‘* Blood-o’-th’-Murdocks,” 
and so on, pretty much the same effect as a red rag has in exciting a mad 
bull to greater fury. Now that these rowdy supporters of the Constitution, 
and examples of the light and sweetness which characterises defenders of 
the faith, are championed by Mr. John Ashton, and have the overt coun- 


tenance of the Dean in his statement, implied if not expressed, that it is 


only natural they should disturb Liberationist meetings, it will be inter- 
esting to note to what further lengths they may proceed. But even 
among more respectable circles, Dr, Pankhurst is looked upon with some

publie conduct, and warmly thanked him for expressing more clearly an 
nobly in his speech than he, fagged and weary with overwork, and depressed 
by apparent illness, had been able to do in his lecture, the moral obligatiog 
of public spirit. Wide as the poles asunder on almost every other oo, 
ceivable question, there are probably no two men in Manchester the 


| motives of whose public conduct are more closely identical—an honest 








desire to spend and be spent for the elevation. and well-being of thy 
fellow-men ; and of all the frank and manly acts which have distinguish 
his episcopal career, Dr. Fraser's hearty acknowledgment of their fraternity 
has been regarded by many, who are out of sympathy with both in may 
things, as one of the most graceful. 

There is, at least, one problem in the life of Dr. Pankhurst whic, 
remains to be solved. He is a Republican, animated by fierce oppositin 
to priestcraft, and especially to priesteraft countenanced and maintained 
by the State. He is also an advocate of Women's Suffrage, and if ever 
le becomes President of a British Federation of Republics it must be 
the basis of the equal rights of women and men in representation. Bu 
women in England, as well as in France and Spain and all the world oyer, 
have great faith in the priestly power; they are the natural Ultramontanes 
of society. Unfortunately, also, they are everywhere more numerous tha 
men. Dr. Pankhurst, then, is in this dilemma—that if women get the 
franchise before the Republic is established and the State Church dise. 
dowed, they will outvote him, and frustrate his favourite designs, If ther 
enfranchisement is unhappily delayed till the Republic is proclaimed ani 
the Church suppressed, they will first use their freedom to set up the 
latter and upset the former. Shall we, then, abandon our high hopes fu 
the rights of man, or ungallantly forsake our battle for the just claims 
of women ?

OUR NATIONAL PICKLE BILL.

P 
T HERE are a number of statisticians who are constantly puzzling their 
4) brains to find out the causes which produce a depressed state of trade, 
and attribute the same to various things in the way of our little national 
dissipations. But we take to ourselves the credit of having at last dis. 


covered the main cause of many of those evils which we, as a nation, | 


groan under. We refer to pickles; and, strange to say, they seem to 
have been left out of the category of those things which ought to enlist 
the grave consideration of our censorial economists. The figures just pub- 
lished of the past year show to what deplorable popularity these deleterious 
compounds have attained in this country. Independent of the commercial 
aspects of the question, when we consider the influence pickles exercise 
in the animal economy with regard to stomachic debauchery, and when 





sorry to be called upon to describe the different names or characters of 
each pickle, for while we are weak enough to own we might name 4 fer, 
we feel unfit to describe the relationship existing with all. We should 
sorry to say anything derogatory to pickles in general, but we feel bouni 
to say that in the case of many it appears to us that the utmost confideng 
is required in eating them, Dividing the sum total given by the populs. 
tion of these islands at the last census, we find that the consumption ms 
5Q4lbs. per head, Reduced at the average price to money, we also fini 
that the cost may be put down at £9,545,132, an amount which if investal 
in manufactured cotton goods would entirely suspend the bad state ol 
trade now prevailing. With respect to the physical aspects of the question, 
it has been shown that a single pickle is capable of causing epitheliun 
nostri, and of seriously injuring the communis choledochus, and has bee 
known to entirely suspend the action of the vasa inferentia, and is capable 
of a great variety of other evils. We commend these facts to the careful 
consideration of the people; and if our efforts to place pickles in thei 
true light, by enabling persons to see the appalling amount of misay 
inflicted upon our poor country by their use, we shall feel persuaded thow 
efforts have not been in vain. The facts in this article are consideratey 
placed at the disposal of distinguished members of the Mancheste 
Statistical Society.

Fe + phere of the present epoch which necessitates 
the existence of persons who live by their wits ;

occupations in the world. Any supposition which 
would account for the existence of thieves, 
sharpers, and betting-men, and other pestilent 
hangers-on of society who live by their wits, would 
be welcome, as suggesting some possible remedy 


| in the far off future. Of all persons who live by their wits, the betting- 
| men are the most obnoxious to the interests of good morality. Their 


ravages are worse than those of thieves, because they are carried on 
openly under the sanction of the Press, and winked at by the law itself. 
The newspaper which devotes one column to a virtuous article on the 
evils of betting, publishes in another a long rigmarole of knavery, finishing 
up with the latest odds. The law which convicts, occasionally, a person 
for making a bet in the street or in a public-house, takes no notice of the 
disgraceful assemblages held on racecourses in Manchester and elsewhere. 


| As to the injurious and wicked tendency of all betting, it is not necessary 
| to say anything here, the thing is taken for granted, and quite enough 
| lias been said upon it; but it will be noted with alarm by many people 
| that the pestilence of betting is spreading like a disease, defiling all it 
| touches, The men who live by their wits are no longer satisfied with 


cheating at horse-races, and card-tables, and on every possible event 
which bets may be made to hang, is now seized upon by the betting gentry, 
and used accordingly. The latest, or, at all events, the most conspicuous 
example is afforded by the University boat-race, one of the few existing 


| eustomary contests of skill which serves any useful purpose. Of course, 
| there has always been, as is usual with Englishmen, a certain amount of 
betting on this race, as on many other struggles in which large bodies of 
| people take a deep interest; but it is only recently that “ the boat-race ” 
| has come to be quoted in the newspapers as one of the annual events which 


the roguish tribe of bookmakers mark down on their list for ‘‘ operations.” 
By the manceuvres of these persons, the ‘ odds” were made to vary almost 


| hourly, just as they do on horse-races, wherein the honour of owners and the 


honesty of trainers and jockeys are really the subject of wager, It will, 
doubtless, not be long before we read in some print devoted to the noble 


| purposes of sport, that such and such a member has been “ got at,” the 


eoxswain “ nobbled,” or the stroke “‘ hocussed.” Trainers will be spoken 


| of as “ going for” their boat, or the reverse; and the reports of the Uni- 
| versity boat-race will be as redolent of foul play as the racing reports are 


at present. Little as this consummation is to be desired by any persons, 
except the knaves who profit by it, or who desiring to profit by it, are 


eventually swindled, there is little doubt that the mournful prognostication 


may be soon accomplished ; in fact, the betting pestilence is spreading so 
rapidly that the end of all honest sport in England may be predicted at 
no distant period.

J 4 indteced to embark on the temperance boat, I pen the following 
remarks, suggested by personal experience. As I announced last week, I 
am now practically a teetotaler, and have gone through a good deal in 
the last few days. I will begin with the morning. The patient will 
probably find that about eleven o'clock in the forenoon there will come 
over him, first of all, a sort of tickling feeling about the region of the

Now, with 
regard to smoking I may say that, with the cessation of drinking between 
meals, the desire to smoke at these periods has vanished with me also;
